W E, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, whose hands and cor- 
porate seal are hereunto annexed, beg leave, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the Act 3 & .4 Will. 4, c. 37, to submit to your Excellency the 
Report of the proceedings of the Commissioners for the year ended the 1st 
August instant, and to subjoin an account of their receipts and disbursements, 
distinguishing the specific sources from which all moneys have been derived, 
and the specific purposes to which they have been applied ; also, an account 
of receipts and disbursements in relation to Primate Boulter’s and Primate 
Robinson’s Funds.

The sum appropriated to Church Works this year has amounted to 
41,690 1. 11s. id . ; of this sum 5,439/. 9s. 4 d. has been allocated to the 
rebuilding of Parish Churches, and 400 l. to the erection of District Parochial 
Churches; 3,0301. 4 s. 5 d: to the enlargement of Churches, and the residue 
has been applied to the repairing of 1,091 Churches; to the enclosure of 
17 churchyards in which New Churches have been erected; to the internal 
painting and cleaning of 77 Churches ; being those cases in which the parish- 
ioners were prepared to provide a moiety of the charge, and in defraying 
the expenses incidental to the execution of these sevei'al works.

The sum received from private contributions has amounted to 5,992 1. 
15 s. Id.; in which is included a sum of 1,000 /. lodged by the Rev. Samuel 
Montgomery, for the building of a Chapel of Ease in the Parish of Lower 
Moville, in the Diocese of Derry, without any charge on the Funds of the 
Board. A larger amount from private subscriptions might have been received, 
had the Commissioners been able to afford the. assistance required from them 
in several other cases ; but the Fund under their administration being insuffi- 
cient for the several purposes to which it is applicable, they were obliged to 
require, under their existing regulations, a larger amount of subscription than 
the respective parties were prepared to give ; and we have to state to your 
Excellency that, in their endeavours to provide for the most urgent demands 
on their Funds, the Commissioners have, for the present, been obliged to 
refuse unconditionally many applications from the; Clergy and others, which, 
under different circumstances, it would have been very proper to have com- 
plied with. The difficulties with which they have had to contend' in this re- 
spect, and the dissatisfaction occasioned by their refusing to comply with many 
reasonable demands, are likely to be much increased during, the ensuing year, 
owing to a considerable defalcation in their Funds, from the non-receipt" of a 
large portion of the moneys which, pursuant to the provisions of the Act 
17 Viet. c. 1 1, should have been levied by the Collector General of Rates in the 
City of Dublin and the respective Boards of Guardians and other bodies, for 
the payment of Ministers’ Money, the amount received by the Commissioners 
from the Paymaster of Civil Services being but 4,939/. 10 s. Id., whilst the 
payments made by them to the Clergy entitled to Ministers’ Money, have 
amounted this year to 12,369/. 17 s. 9d., making the total sum paid on this 
account since the passing of the Act in 1854, 21,300/. 7s . ; and we have 
to inform your Excellency that, having regard to the objects to which the 
Funds vested in the Board by the Church Temporalities Act had been dedi- 
cated prior to the Act which imposed on the Board the payment of Ministers’ 
Money, and also to the insufficiency of the Funds at their disposal to provide 
adequately for those objects, the Commissioners felt it necessary, in the month 
of March last, to call the attention of the Government, for the second time, to 
the large advances which had been made by them for payments on this 
account, and to the small proportion which had been lodged to their credit by 
the Paymaster of Civil Services ; but we regret to state that, notwithstanding 
the directions then given by your Excellency for the recovery of these moneys, 
a very small amount has been since received. 

Under tlleSe circum stances we would take this opportunity of observing to 
} r Excellency that the Commissioners cannot continue to make similar 

a 2 advances 
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advances without serious detriment to the numerous objects for which they 
have to provide. 

In connexion with the subject of Ministers’ Motley, we have to report to 
your Excellency, that there has been but one application received from the 
owners of premises liable to be rated under the Act of the 17 Viet. c. 11, to 
redeem the rates to which such premises are liable, and that although the 
Commissioners have settled the terms of redemption in the case alluded to, 
subject to the assent of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, they have not yet 
learned that such assent has been applied for by the party interested. 

The Commissioners regret to state that instances of malicious injury per- 
petrated on Churches have been within the past year brought under their 
notice. In one of these cases, in which the injury was of a very extensive 
nature, the Commissioners reported the facts to the Government, through 
the medium of the Inspector General of the Constabulary, who stated in 
reply that your Excellency had' directed every exertion to be made for the 
discovery of the offenders, and it is expected, in those cases where the 
notices required by the Grand Jury Act had been served within the time 
prescribed, that compensation will be. recovered' from the respective Counties. 

By the half-yearly returns of promotions it appears that 8/ Benefices 
have become vacant within the year, consisting of 20 Dignities and Prebends 
and 67 Parochial Benefices ; of these 25 appear to be taxable. 

In the case of the vacancy in the Prebend of Kilmacalane, in the Diocese 
of Cloyne, the Commissioners, under the provisions of the Church Tempora- 
lities Acts, recommended to your Excellency and the Privy Council, that 
the appointment thereto should be suspended, with which recommendation 
your Excellency and the Privy Council were pleased to comply ; but in the 
cases of the Archdeaconries of Clonfert and Tuam, although not having cure 
of souls within any parish appropriated thereto, they did not deem it expe- 
dient. to make any recommendation to your Excellency and the Privy Council, 
having regard to the . provision in the Church Temporalities Act relating to 
Archdeaconries and to the representations made to them by the respective 
Diocesans. 

'With respect to the Benefice of Loughmoe in the Diocese of Cashel, being 
a Benefice in which Divine Service had not been celebrated for the three 
years next preceding the 1st of February 1833, the Commissioners abstained 
from exercising the powers vested in them under the provisions of the Church 
Temporalities Act for suspending the appointment of a Clerk to this Benefice, 
as it appeared that a Church had been lately built in it by private subscrip- 
tions, at which it was represented by the Diocesan, that a congregation of 
from 70 to 100 persons attended. 

The suspensions of the appointments of the Precentorship of Kilmacduagh, 
and to the. Prebends of Kilteskill, in the Diocese of Clonfert, and of Ardagh, 
in the Diocese of Killala, have been removed by your Excellency and the 
Privy Council, subject to the severance of their revenues, consisting of por- 
tions of rent-charge which have been annexed to the Rectories or Vicarages 
of the several parishes from which the rent-charge arises. 

A portion of land belonging to the Deanery of Christ Church, the revenues 
of which dignity are vested in the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, has been 
conveyed to the Dublin and Wicklow Railway Company, and the sum of 
984 1. 16s. 2d. which was awarded to the Commissioners as purchase-money 
and compensation for damage, has been invested in Government securities 
to the credit of this property. 

Thirty applications for the purchase of Perpetuities have been received 
the sum realised from this source within the year has amounted to 
6,046 l. 0 s. 4 d., and from the liquidation of mortgages, granted for P ur ' 
chases effected in former years, to 1,489 l. 8 s.

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A sum of 7,0141. (is. 4d. has been invested in Government securities to 
1 the credit of the Perpetuity Purchase Fund, and a temporary investment in 
» like securities, to the amount of 4,854 /. 6 s. 8 d., has been made to the 
credit of the General Fund, pending the execution of the several Church 
*Works for which the same is pledged. 

A sum of 1,619/. 1 s. / d. has likewise been invested in Government stock 
to the credit of Primate Boulter’s Fund, and a sum of 26 l. 16 s. 4 d. to that 
of Primate Robinson’s Fund. 

The annual account of the Trust Fund arising under Bishop Gore’s Will 
from the Impropriate Tithes of Cahir Parish, in the Diocese of Lismore lias 
been furnished by the Commissioners to the Bishop of Cashel and Waterford 
pursuant to the direction of the Court of Chancery. From this fund the 
Commissioners have granted the sum of 2,000/. for the repairs and im- 
provement of Clonmel Church, in the Diocese of Lismore, on the condition 
of a sum of 500 /. being provided by private subscriptions, of which the 
Bishop reports there has been collected 400 /.
